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1* A military meteorological research institute known as ”78 TO" (Vyskumny 
Ustsv) has been established in Snilov southeast of Maehrisch Schoenberg, 
Czechoslovakia, This institute is housed in the last building on the 
outskirts of Smilov on the road leading ’jest to ^telna,* and it is en- 
gaged in studying the influence of weather on Asiatics. c hinese and 
Mongolians have been imported for this purpose and they are now 
living in barracks camouflaged as sheds and warehouses for machinery. 

At the ^resent time the barracks have a capacity for 700 persons between 
the a^es of 16 and 40. The workers are nit through severe drilling in 
addition to exceedingly arduous manual labor for the purpose of enabling 
the institute to make a most precise study on the influence o" west (die) 
European weather and climate upon Asiatics under the most difficult physical 
buriens „ 

2. The institute is under the supervision of the Research Department of the 
Czech Ministry of national Defense. This ministry in directly responsible 
to the Soviet Military Staff in Moscow and Kiev which is receiving the re- 
sults of this research.
